commission on Wednesday and vigor- 
ously protested in person by more than 
one hundred citizens, H. M. Atkinson, 
vice president of the corporation, de- 
clared before the commission that, ow- 
ing to the falling off of the revenues 
of the company in the last several 
months, retrenchment is necessary. 

The argument for both sides was con- 
eluded on Wednesday and the commis- 
gwion took the matter under advisement. 

At the opening of the hearing Wed- 
nesday morning President Preston Ark- 
wright, of the street re:lway compafy, 
gtated that during the last three or four 
months of 1914 the average decrease in 
revenues under the corresponding 
months of 1918 was over $20,000 per 


month.

Citizens Protest. 

The hearing was productive of many 
vigorous protests, most of the protest- 
ante declaring that they are not now 
receiving the service they should have, 
and that the proposal to reduce this 
gervice is ample cause for indignation. 
It was also declared that the street 
railway company is taking a pessimis- 
tic view of the outlook, and is filing its 
retrenchment petition just at a time 
when business will warrant them to 
continue their present services. 

In his closing statement Mr. Atkinson 


stated as follows: 

‘tT do not know that I should men- 
tion this matter in this connection, Mr. 
Chairman. But the expenditures of the 
company last year were over $12,000,- 
000 in cash for hydro-electric develop- 
ments. 

“This, of course, has no bearing upon 
the proposed changes in street car 


schedules and service, but it is, never- | 
theless, a financial problem with which 
the company has to deal, and one in 
which the citizens of Atlanta and the'! 
people of Georgia should be vitally in-| 
terested. If we had been able to fore- 
see the present financial depression I 
do not know that we would have made 
this investment. Since we have the 
problem to face, however, we had hoped 
that the citizens of Atlanta would feel! 
inclined to co-operate with us and help 
ws over this lean period, for it is a lean 
period and !s going to Be a lean period. | 
We will not be obdurate when times 
get better, and we can put these cars, 
back on. 

Conditions Are Serious. | 

“We feel that conditions confronting | 
us are serious. Therefore we ask that} 
you will grant this petition {n so far} 
as you possibly can.

Mr. Atkinson declared that he could 
not successfully be a pessimist, but 
that he believes improvement of condi- 
tions will be slow this year. “We do 
not want to make these reductions tin 
service,” he said, “but it is about the 
last thing left for us to do.” 

Mr. Atkinson deplored the semblance 
of a fight against the petition of the 
company and stated that it seemed to 
him more like a conference of friends.
